Obsolete Structure Destroyed by Hur 
ricane Last Summer Being Supple- 
planted by Modern Building. 


The old town of San Diego, which 
was in 1881 the terminus of the Texas- 
Mexican railroad (then called the Cor­ 
pus Christi, San Diego & Rio Grande 
road and operating 
from 
Corpus to 
San Diego) is having a handsome and 
modern railroad station building con­ 
structed by the Texas-Mexican road, 
in fact, the building is now fast near­ 
ing completion. 
The obsolete station which had been 
maintained there for many years was 
totally 
destroyed 
by the 
disastrous 
hurricane which
